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SALE OF CONSIGNED WORKS OF ART 

The three surplus Rembrandt etchings on consignment at Childs 
Gallery, Boston, listed in the June report, have not been sold to 
date. 

The manuscript illumination from the Bessie Potter Vonnoh Keyes 
Bequest, on consignment at Victor Spark, New York, was sold, netting the 
Gallery $25.00 and has been credited to the reserve for the purchase of 
works of art. 

SALE OF WORKS SENT TO LONDON AND NEW YORK 

One hundred and paintings, drawing and decorative objects, 

the disposal of which was previously authorized by the Board, were sent 
late in March to Barke-Bernet Galleries, New York. The latter will sell 
works in twenty lots at auction on May 17. The remaining 81 
works will be sold on April 16 by the Coleman Galleries, New York, who 
will take a 23^% commission. Dr. Goetz of Parke-Bernet estimates the 
total proceeds will amount to about $8,000.00 gross. 

The three tapestries given unrestrictedly to the Gallery by 
Captain A.S.Hickey, USN. (ret.), were sent to London to be sold at 
auction by Christie, Manson and Woods,Ltd., and have arrived there 
safely. The proceeds will be payable to the Gallery in dollars.

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BIENNIAL EXHIBITION 

The 25th Biennial Exhibition of Contemporary American 
Oil Paintings from January 13 to March 10 was highly successful, 
with an attendance estimated at 60,000. 

Time magazine reproduced three of the prize winning 
paintings in color and the exhibition attracted attention through- 
out the country. Wide newspaper coverage included important art¬ 
icles by the New York Times and the New York Herald Tribune , and 
was generally favorable in tone. 

The exhibition is now being shown at the Toledo (Ohio) 
Museum of Art and a selection of the paintings will later be 
circulated throughout the country by the American Federation 
of Arts. 

SAUBIDET EXHIBITION 

In addition to the special exhibitions for 1957 -1958 
authorized by your Committee at its January meeting, your Com¬ 
mittee has further authorized a small exhibition of paintings by 
the Argentine artist, Tito Saubidet, to be held at the Gallery

Your Committee recommends the loan of the 
Thomas Eakins, The Pathetic Song to the American Academy of 
Arts and Letters, New York, for a special exhibition of Eakins* 
work from January 17 through February 16, 1958. 
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ACCESSIONING PROGRESS 

Your Committee recommends that the Board consider 
appropriating frunds to complete the work of accessioning. The 
work of the Bennington students, hired by the Gallery from January 
2 to March 6 was highly successful and resulted in more than 50% 
of the total operation of accessioning being completed. 

The Bennington students worked directly from the 
objects to the records. Before accessioning and inventory can be 
completed it will be necessary for this process to be done in re¬ 
verse and all the old files and records to be gone over and an 
acc@unting made of all objects mentioned which for one reason or 
another are no longer in the Gallery r s possession. 
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KEEPER OF THE CLARK COLLECTION 

The following are the principal activities directly 
concerned with the Clark Collection; 

The Gallery has received estimates from two of the three 
firms approached for the printing of the article on the Tournai 
tapestries, written last year by Marvin C.Ross. 

The appropriate period frame ordered from Veerhoff Gal¬ 
leries, Washington D.C. for the Van de Velde Before the Storm 
was received, and the picture, newly framed, has been re-installed 
in Gallery 76. 

Mr.Karekin Beshir, New York, visited the Gallery to look 
at the tapestry coverings of the furniture in the French Salon. 

The Gallery is waiting to receive an estimate from him on the cost 
of cleaning and repairing the worn fibres of the upholstery. Because 
of the complicated nature of the job, Mr.Beshir wishes to make an 
estimate for half the work at the completion of which he will make 
a further estimate for the remainder. The work will probably be done 
at the Gallery obviating expensive transportation to and from New York. 

TREATMENT OF BOOKS IN THE LIBRARY. 

The qualified art student employed on a part time basis 
completed this work at the end of January.

Gentlemen: 

The Committee on the Building and Grounds begs to 
submit the following report covering the period January 1st through 
March 31st, 1957. 

The special exhibitions presented during this quar¬ 
ter again required the major part of the maintenance force*s time. 

Once work on the 25th Biennial Exhibition , as outlined in the pre¬ 
vious report, had been completed, preparations for Contemporary Bri¬ 
tish Art and the Heinz Warneke exhibitions got under way. The latter 
involved considerable carpentry work such as the construction of 
sculpture pedestals and a large armature filling nearly the entire 
north wall of the atrium to support the artist*s tympanum for the 
Washington Cathedral. Meanwhile, the 1 1th Annual Area Exhibition 
was dismantled and works from the Gallery*s permanent Collection 
were hung in the atrium and gallery 43. 

By far the most ambitions task was the install¬ 
ation of the American Stage exhibition in part of the upstairs balcony 
and galleries 62, 63, 64 and 65. Work on this project began while 
the exhibitions mentioned above were successively removed and con¬ 
tinued until the opening with heavy demands on the time and effort of 
nearly every employee. Simultaneously two additional exhibitions 
The Biddle Collection and Presidential Portraits were put on view 


in galleries 30 and 42 on the first floor 














In spite of the busy installation schedule, general maintenance 
of the building was not ignored. Routine cleaning was, in fact, ac¬ 
celerated, with the happy result that the public areas are now in 
more presentable condition than they have been for some time. Some 
min or repairs and improvements were also carried out: a leaking rad¬ 
iator in gallery 62 was reconditioned; washers in the auditorium heat¬ 
ing plant were replaced; the basement hemicycle was equipped with a 
new exhaust fan and the Member*s Room with a new center light. 

A valuable addition to the Gallery*s equipment, one studio 
easel, the gift of Mrs.Atherton Macondray of Alexandria, was reeeived. 
Through a generous donation from the Camelia Society of Washington, 
the appearance of the facade has been greatly enhanced with sic Cam¬ 
elia plants, three on either side of the entrance. In addition, the 
Society has undettaken the upkeep of these plants, and hopes to expand 
the decorative planting in the future. 

Your Committee recognizes the fact that there are many important 
maintenance projects which should be undertaken. The complete modern¬ 
izing of the auditorium is one which is badly needed to provide com¬ 
fortable seats for our members, maximum seating capacity and air- 
conditioning to afford proper control of heating and ventilation. Air 
conditioning for the main offices is another, while a third is the ren¬ 
ovation of the large areas in the basement which has not had any atten¬ 
tion for at least fifteen years.

The Regular Quarterly Meeting of The Board of Trustees of The 
Corcoran Gallery of Art was held at the Gallery at 10:30 o'clock. The 
meeting was called to order by Mr. Hamilton, the other members present 
being Messrs. Glover, Thom, Bradley, Wilson and Finley. The Secretary, 
Assistant Treasurer and Assistant Secretary were also present. 

The Chair stated that, in the absence of objection, and there 
being no corrections suggested, the minutes of the meeting of 
February 6, 1957 be approved as written. 

The Secretary reported that Keith Merrill had accepted re¬ 
appointment as a Member of The Council, but had offered to give up his 
place if this would better serve the interests of the Gallery. The 
Board instructed the Secretary to write Mr. Merrill that it very much 
wished him to continue his membership on The Council. 

The Chair stated that he had not appointed a Special Committee 
on the selection of members to serve on The Council, but that he proposed 
to do so before the next meeting. 

No date was fixed for holding a joint luncheon of The Board 
and The Council. 

The Chair brought up the request of Miss Chase for an increase 
in salary. The Board felt that its favorable consideration at this time 
would not be in accordance with Gallery policy. 

A discussion ensued on the desirability of renovating the Red 
Crosa area for use for special exhibitions. Further consideration was 
deferred to a future meeting of The Board. 

Mr. Finley suggested the possibility of securing either as gifts 
or as indefinite loans, some ISth Century American paintings from the 
Garbisch Collection. The Secretary stated that our 18th Century collections 
needed strengthening and that such additions to our collections, to be 
chosen by our staff, would be most desirable, provided the Gallery would 
not be expected to insure the paintingi, while in its hands. Mr. Finley 
said he would explore the matter and communicate with the Director. 

The following resolution was adopted: 

K.E SOLVED : That the President and Board of Trustees of The 
Corcoran Gallery of Art extend to the members of the Women's 'Committee 
their sincere thanks for their untiring efforts in connection with the 
Annual Sail which proved to be such an outstanding success in every way. 
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The Secretary reported that the coat of the 25th Biennial 
irxhibltion amounted to $7,949.90, exclusive of the prise awards of 
$5,000.00 and the purchase of two paintings for $1,250.00. The ex¬ 
penses were well within the accrued income available. A copy of 
the detailed report is filed with the minutes of this meeting. 

The Treasurer read excerpts from his Letter of Transmittal 
and presented his interim report which was accepted with the thanks 
of The Board. Mr. Thom reported on the Operation of the Budget which 
showed normal expenditures for this season of the year. He also pre¬ 
sented the report of the auditors covering the year ended December 31, 

1956 which being without exceptions, was ordered filed. 

Mr. Bradley presented the Report of The Committee on The 
Building which was accepted and ordered placed on file. The following 
resolutions were adopted: 

ABSOLVED : That the President and The Board of Trustees of 
The Corcoran Gallery of Art extend their sincere thanks to the Camelia 
Society for their gift of the camelia and asalea plants which are plant¬ 
ed os each side of the entrance to the Gallery, and for the Society's 
thoughtfulness in offering to maintain and care for the plants and 
possibly do further planting. 

RESOLVED : That the sum of $900.00 be and is hereby appropriated 
for the purchase of 200 metal folding chairs. 

A discussion of the need to renovate the auditorium ensued, 
but no action was taken. 

The need for air-conditioning the offices was discussed. 

Mr. Bradley was requested to obtain further estimates of the coat of air- 
conditioning the three offices and to report with recommendations to the 
Executive Committee. 

The Secretary presented the report on Membership which shows an 
increase of five during the quarter for a total of 1591 living members. 

The following resolution was adopted: 

RESOLVED : That Dr. Bernard Lronenberg having been found to 
qualify as a FELLOW of the Association of The Corcoran Gallery of Art, 
be and is hereby so elected.
